Owing to the chaotic conditions in McGill's political world it 
as been found necessary to grant an extension to the time limit for 
nominations for the various offices"which will be contested during 
the coming elections. The original closing hour was Saturday noon, 
but this has now been advanced to six o'clock this evening, for the 
plain reason that there were only one or two nomination sheets in 
at the proper hour. These did not include any papers for the posi- 
tion of President of the Students' Council, the most important one 
to be contested, by the way, and it was deemed necessary to delay 
the time until sis o'dock the same evening. One nomination for 
this foremost post was received before this hour, but to-day it was 
decided, and wisely so, that the student body had not been given 
sufficient notice of the postponement, with the result that a further 
extension was granted by the President of the Council. This was 
in reality the only course of action, for otherwise the large majority 
of the undergraduate body would not have heard of the advance- 
ment of the hour until after it had come and gone, taking with it the 
chance for bringing forward more men. This chance, however, is 
still present, and it is hoped that there will be contests for every 
vacancy, for we have strong faith in the principle of election by 
contest, being extremel}- shy of election by acclamation. 

Conditions up to the present have, on the whole, been very 
unsatisfactory, with an exceptional amount of switching of candi- 
dates from one proposed position to another. The average under- 
graduate naturally enough has not been able to comprehend thf 
situation and dissatisfaction has been expressed- The dilatory pro- 
ceedings regarding the turning in of nominations was the final 
climax, for there is really no sound excuse for slipshod methods in 
student business. We hope that the remaining matters will be con- 
ducted as smoothly as possible, and that there will be a contest for 
every office. These are our two wishes for this day. May they be 
-fulfilled . ,

Establishing of "Air Universi- 
ties" to be Discussed by 
American Colleges 

Lying in bod and listening to that 
nine o'clock lecture on Monday morn- 
ing may become more than a dream. Is 
announced by Allyn (i. Smith, chair- 
man of the University of California's 
extension division. With the advance 
of science Ihore lias come a call for a. 
more satisfactory way of transmitting 
knowledge from professor to student 
arid so It has been suggested that there 
be established "Air Universities" or at 
least classes taught by rnrtjp. 

With this in view ihe National Uni- 
verlsty Extension Association will 
meet. at. .Madison, Wis., beginning 
April 2lth. Mr. Smith, a. member of 
the Association's educational radio 
broadcasting committee, is gathering 
statistics on this phase of broadcast- 
ing. The committee will moot a few- 
days lie Corn .the -main assembly and 
submit recommendations to tho asso- 
•Intlon. 

Eighty licenses to broadcast have
